nnd passing through the outer sec- 
tion ot this county Into the Fairmont 
region. 


Tho Gscene countlans as well as a 


number of Monoagnllans figure that tho 
construction of tho Buckhannon 
& 


Northern will force tho Pennsylvania 
load to build n competing line for the 
Immense tonnage which will be pro 
duccd 
by the 
two counties. 
Con- 


struction Is to start In tho early spring 
according to reports at Wayncsburg, 
on' a branch line of the Pennsylvania 
and JIarlanna to Hackney, a short dis- 
tance below Waynesburir. The Greene 
county seat Is now practically Isolat- 
ed, tho only outlet being the narrow 
gauge Jerkwater lino from Waynes- 
burg to Washington controlled by tho 
Pennsylvania system. 
According to 


Wa> ncsburg business men 20 cents per 
hundred, with tow exceptions Is charg- 
ed for hauling freight from Waynes- 
burg to Washington and vice versa, a 
distance of aboqt 23 miles. The pas- 
senger rates arc likewise excessive. 


Reports have been circulated to tho 


effect that the roud from the Wash- 
ington 'n'nd Greene' county scats Is to 
be standardized but this Is not given 
much crodenco In Waynesburg. The 
work will necessitate a largo expendi- 
ture and will decrease tho profits of 
the present road. 


The Greene county town Is 
also 


hoping for tho construction of tho 
trolley line to Plttsburg, but 
oven 


this scorns bfvernl days in the future. 
There is a largo amount of business 
transacted In the little town now but 
much Is lost on account ot the trade 
going to other places, principally 'to 
Plttsburg. A board ot trade has just 
been organized and this body Is'now 
taking steps to begin work for better 
connections with the outside world.

Whoever Imagined thnt tlio eoll of 


a dark, damp conl mino^-aftor 
Itm 


black troasurun of carbon had bcon 
exhauntod to keep factory wheats In 
motion and houses warm—could bo 
utilised for liowvr raising and truck 
gardening? 


It has remained for tui enterprising 


Indlnnluu—n lloosler—to nt least ex- 
periment, with a measure of uncccsa, 
along Uorlcullurnl and horticultural 
Huca in the bevvela of tho earth, nt a 
depth where- sunshine nad rain never 
ponolrnio. Frank U. Po»oy of Posoy- 
vllle, Poaoy county, Indiana, la tho 
wan who rivals llurbank the wizard, 
nud who has triumphantly realized a 
life-long dream. Theso unmes of city 
nnd county In the extreme south- 
wcf.orn corner of tho rich nnd fertile 
Ilornlor stato, along the north bank 
of tho Ohio river, stand ns tho immor- 
tal tributes paid to the Poaoy family 
by tho hardy pioneers who braved 
tho acivlplng "rudsklna" to cultlvnto 
tho Indiana wilderness moro than i 
century ago. 


Mr. Posoy to a worthy descendant 


of that sire of mysterious lint-age for 
whom Posoy county nud Poseyvlllo 
woro nnmod. Ho has wou renown on 
hlo own account nnd accumulated ten 
talents by judicious uuo of tho one 
bis progenitors bequeathed him—fora- 
Bight. 


Th« location of tbo Posey Innova- 


tion In floriculture and gardening is 
botwoon Ponoyvllle nnd Boonvllle. It 
Is an abandoned coal mine thnt had 
been given up an serviceable only for 
tho habitation .of green lizards and 
other slimy denizens of dark, dump 
roccssos. During tho winter of 1909- 
1910 the Poiwy plants thrived In tho 
old colliery. 
Did Mr. Poney desire 


a tulip or a carnation with which to 
add n touch of nature to tho decora- 
Oono of hia drawlns-room, ho merely 
wont to tbo lift of hlo mluo, dccended 
and picked the blossom. 
If his ap- 


pottto needed n stimulant ho brought 
up a radish, a green onion or a dainty 
buxicb. of lettuce, ondivo or celery, 
crlpB, juicy and BWaotor than 
any 


ovor grown in a hothouse-. Does tula 
iwom like an improbability? 


Origin of tho Mlna Garden. 


And how did tbe mlno garden come 


about? 
It la an Intorobtrajf little 


story. Several years ago Posoy, hav- 
ing arrived at tbo conclusion that 
"Anla Is for tho Anlatlcb and China 
for tho Chinese," began to wonder It 
Indiana ahould not bo to tha Hooolers. 
It took him only a short time to de- 
cide that question for himself. 


Then Posey got busy nnd aoon wns 


bard nt work with oomo laborers. Ho 
oloared away the ruins on the sur- 
face, erected n frame building ovor 
tho shaft and installed heating ap- 
paratus. Ho put In slraplo ventilating 
machinery, constructed n small ele- 
vator and descended to complete his 
exploration ot tho mlno and begin 
tho laying out of hiti "gnrdou." 
Far 


bolow tho surface lay tho bnao of tho 
shaft, gnlarged to tho size of perhaps 
n fourth of a city douMo lot. Giant 
oak and maple tlmbara, rough hown, 
stood upright, formod a nolld wall 
of wood around tills big room, except 
where tbo tunneln, whence tbo coal 
had.been extracted, branched off In 
aovoral directions. The natural rook 
of the ."room" wag supported with 
hugo wooden beams to prevent the 
fall of slate.

If ho hnd 
dug into tho burlod treasure houso of 
a grandee of Pompeii or Herculaneum 
ho could not havo boon more dellgh- 
tol. In thoso "rooms" stretching oido

ing »un beating down on his back. 
Over hlu head wns nn eternal cloud— 
thourands of tons of enrtli and rock. 


All that Posoy needed \\an artificial 


IlKht, water nnd something to stir tbe 
nlr. 


It wan easy enough to got the water 


through a ho»o and make It fall like 
ruin on tho plnatod beda. It was aloe 
easy to koop tho air in any kind of 
circulation 'ho desired. 
An electric 


fan. capable of whirling in 1,000 or 
3,000 revolutions n minute, oolved thnt 
problem. 
How to provide n substi- 


tute for tho Bun was not uo onay a 
task. But tho experimenter got the 
substitute. 
Acetylene gn« provided 


tho beneficent rays that mado tho 
needs swell, up till they burst and 
tho sprouts shoot out. 
The under- 


ground farmer put In n small (ice- 
tylono (fjs plant In tho "room" nnd ar- 
ranged it In such n way thnt tho 
beams of light would fall evenly on 
every portion of tho garden.. For ht» 
experiment In growing ho selected 
such varieties of lloworB and vege- 
tables 
na ho knew grow best by artifl- 


clalllght-uome of thciio having already 
been named. 
Ho planted bis crop 


nnd adjusted tho goa plant »o aa to 
produce "days" In the mlno of n 
length equal to tho natural days abovo 
ground in tbe sprouting season of 
aprlng, although It wns lu reality win- 
tor on tbo surface. 


Not to his surprise, but to his In* 


llnlto delight. Posey soon snw little 
green shoots thrusting tholr tiny way 
up through tho noil of his 
under- 


fertile. Boaldos that, tho plants drank 
In ovory bit of tho fortuity of the 
soil, for thoro wero no foul woods 
In that garden. Cultivation tho plant* 
nendod, und they got it. Rain they 
needed, and they got that, too, through 
a sprinkling device. 
Acetylene gas 


gave tho nearest artificial approach to 
sunlight that la known to modern 
science. 
It Boomed to fullill all tho 


requirements- of the growing plants. 
In fact, It almost outdid tbe sun In 
developing the plants to maturity. 


A Great Success. 


Within llttlo moro than half the 


time usually needed, Poaey's tullpa 
and other (lowers woro blooming. His 
vegetable crop grow with like rapid- 
ity, and before his friends discovered 
that ho was a midwinter farmer he 
was giving a few preferred oneo nemo 
of the choicest, moat toothsome vego- 
tnblos they had ever taotod, all from 
the subterranean garden. 
His own 


tablo wan often supplied, not only 
with tho cdlblca, but with beautiful 
and fragrant decorative blont,oins an 
well. 


Poaoy, to quite a satisfactory de- 


grdo, proved his theory and realized 
bis dream. Meanwhile ho planned to 
extend hia nubterrnnutn (lower nnd 
vegetable growing to undertake mnr- 
kuting in tho future.

ities and tho profit," lie told hla In- 
timnto Irlcnda.
